ed in Kenosha. which promises to be of 
more thnn usual, interest in every city 
of the state, working under tho gcnernl 
charter laws, amended in 1S7G, The suit 
is the outgrowth of street paving- nud 
deals with the question of the city tax- 
ing property holders for the putting in of 
unused'gas connections. 


In the last few yours many improve- 


ments have been made in Kenosha, and 
it is stated that On the various streets of 
the city the property owners lutve been 
charged over $150,000 for the putting in 
of gas connections which have never been 
utilized. 


A number of citizens have.decided to 


tight tlie tax in the courts. According to 
the plan in this, ns well ns in many oth- 
.er cities, nt the time of the ordering ol 
new paving, the. council has also ordered 
that water, gas and sewer connections be 
pilt in by the different property owners 
along1 the route of the proposed improve- 
ment. No objection has ever been raised 
as to sewer or water connections, but Hie 
citinens arc now holding that it is unfair 
for them to be expected to assist a cor- 
poration'like, a gas company in making 
improvements for future use. The com- 
pany is in no way to blame for the mak- 
ing of the connections, as all arc. made 
at the order ol' the city clerk, mayor und 
common council, and the council guaran- 
tees the levying of a tax for the paynfent 
of all expense connected witu the laying 
of the mains.

Famous Kenosha Mustard 


Seed Case. 


A decision of vital importance to re- 


tail trade circles all over the coiintrySvas 
that handed down by the supreme court 
sit Madison in the famous Kenosha "mus- 
tard seed" ca.se, under the title of Martin 
Hoffman against Robert X. Dicksbn. The 
decision of the lower court, Judge Fish, 
non-suiting the cause, was reversed,, and 
the doctrine of law known as caveat 
emptor is recognized, at least tempor- 
arily. 


Martin Hoffman, a fanner, sent Ws 


son to the general store of Robert Dick- 
son, in Kenosha county, to buy rape seed, 
and a* clerk in the store weighed him 
out some seed which he'took home. Hoff- 
man planted it, as did five other farmers 
who 
purchased seed at the same store. 


When it cnvne up it proved to be wild 
mustard, Hoffman 
declared it 
ruined 


his farm, and lie brought suit for breach 
o:[ warranty. The ease wan heardliefore 
Judge Fish, who ordered a non-suit. 


The rape seed was the nucleus of a 


feed used to give to siieep, and many 
fanners were using it. One farmer got 
two tons of wild mustard seed from his 
farm as a result of his planting. The 
storekeeper secured the seed from a firm 
in .Chicago. 


The especial point involved is wheth- 


er, ivhen a dealer has no knowledge of 
articles, either grown or manufactured, 
his statement that it is a certain article 
is a wari-Liity for purchasers, when the 
latter have a chance to examine. The 
effect of the decision is that it will make 
retailers responsible for all sales made. 
The other farmers in Kenosha will_no\v 
'••ue the storekeeper.

Dr. .McXitt, the next witness called,

TRIUMPH FOK AMERICA. 


Chicago Xews: A diplomatic triumti 


of no small magnitude has been 
scored 


by the United States in securing the as 
sent of the leading European countries 
and of Japan to the "open door" in 
China. The announcement of tho joining 
of Great Britain, Germany, l-'rance, Rus 
sia and Japan in America's proposals 
looking to equal privileges in orienta, 
trade was mudo yeMerdny by Secrctw.rj 
Hay. The only country that has not yd 
come in is Italy and its approval is re 
gaj-dcd as certain. 


In estimating the importance of thi: 


triumph it must be remembered that 
England some months ago was almost 
prepared to deliver an 
ultimatum 
to 


Russia 'upon tlic subject and in 
effect, 


practically, was seeking such an alliance 
as would compel an "open door" in Chin- 
ese trade. The X'nitcd States 
refrained 


from entering into any entanglements 
with other powers to enforce stieli a poli- 
cy in the interests of trade. Tlris left the 
government a free hand and the result'is 
that Secretary Huy has been able to se- 
cure a common understanding on the 
subject among the JXJWCTS chiefly con- 
cerned. \Vii-.U Russia, for instance, would 
probably have evaded a direct reply to, 
had the1'proposal come from Great Brit- 
ain, she willingly and readily accedes li> 
when proposed by the United States. The 
result, possibly, may have been influenced 
to a considerable extent by 
President 


McKinicy's firm language on this subject 
in his recent message to congress, when 
h« significantly 
declared: "Our trade 


with China, has continued to grow and 
our commercial rights 
under 
existing 


treaties havo been everywhere maintain- 
ed during the last year, as they will be 
in the future." 


With this plain and uncompromising

PASIG, Luzon Island, Manila, Xov. 2;i, 


ISO!).—Friend Ward:—Well, we are at 
the same place I wrote you from last and 
are well. We have had it pretty easy the 
past two weeks, n.j- aJl we have been doing 
is guard dutj-. which is all out-post. We 
do not'have to walk our post as we did 
when in the states and only get one night 
in. so you.sec.our turn comes 
around 


pretty often. We are expecting to move 
but further on the.south line, where the 
insurgents are raising, Cain now, but do. 
not think we .will be on the move until 
the 28th Infantry relieves us, that will 
be on the 2Sth of this month. This place 
is all right but I am getting 
tired of 


shooting' shadows at night. 
We think 


the natives around here a.re all right, but 
at night they will shoot at us. I would 
sooner get out where they are wild so I 
could shoot every nigger that comes in 
sight, but here yotf can't do that. They 
seem to givi tliein too much rope. Our 
company made their first hit the other 
night when. We- want, out on a. little-scotrt 
after-1-1 o'clock, .about two milw towards 
the enemies lines and. we cauptured n bull 
tnu'n of seven wagons, eleven niggers and 
three thousand pounds of rice, but the 
next day they turned the niggers loose 
and kept the rice. We see a, lot of Philip- 
nino soldiers around our line, but they 
come in and leave their guns behind, con- 
sequently we dare not touch them when 
they have no guns. They wear a. blue 
shirt nnd red trousers, hut have got all 
the show on the world at vs.

the Kocine boys here, but we have 


corresponded and l.-ope to get a chance to 
sec each other, if we can get close enough. 
They arc about forty miles from where 
wo nrc. 


1 haven't seen anybody outride of i.ist 


year's \olunteers that does not like the 
place. There are a. good many here who 
have not returned to the states and they 
intend to stay. It is bad during the rainy 
season. The ground we are now on we 
stand in boats part of the time. So we 
hope we will soon get out of here.

have the buildings for quarters and we 
occupy the yjird.

(stories) around the camp. 
You know 


how they are. Some say we are Otis' 
body guard and others say we are goin; 
into barracks at Manila, but I do not 
know how it will come out. Somebody 
has got to' take tho 20th infantry's place, 
They are doing policing in the city, but 
if we do, I wish I had never come over 
here. I want to see one fight anyhow, 


now. 
Having worn the -blue for nearly 


two years and having been anxious to see 
active service, I would like the opportun- 
ity of getting a shot at the enemy. So 
far T haven't shot nt anybody, but have 
been, shot at many times. 
They are 


fighting all around except where we are. 
The other regiment that came over with 
us have had some good scraps and the 
llth cavalry that come over on the same 
boat "with us und were queens at the bus- 
iness had a fight a few miles from us the 
other night. 
They lost seven men, but 


put up a stubborn resistance. Old men 
could have done no'betler and we were 
very sorry to bear about it, as they were 
all good fellows. We took their place 
here when they went out on the line. We 
arc following them and the 14th infantry, 
so we might get a chance pretty soon. 


The way they are fighting now, some- 


times up. to their waist in water, when 
they are shooting. 
All of the rice fields 


are full of water and soft mud and the 
fallows 'have to throw everything away 
except their canteens. They will try and 
carry stuff as long as they can and when 
getting down to the blanket will cut in 
half to lighten their load and finally that 
goes too. The musket and canteen is all 
tlfey will keep. 


If the li'tives hod to go through what 


we do. it would kill them 
off 
without 


fighting. 
U'e wear the SH-me clothes as 


when we were in the states. Tlie same 
under clothes, blue shirts, big heavy 
shoe* and campaign hat. The insurgents 
haven't, hardly any rags. Some no shirts, 
bare-footed and no hats and 
then 
we 


chase them all over creu.tion. 


When you make a charge on them they 


don't stay together. All go in different 
directions. They are beginning to fight 
among themselves. 
•"You -TCTJrild"laTrgh' 1o read tlie paper* 
here. Every day they have Aguinaido 
cornered, next day he has g-ot away again 
and tficn they will have him again: but 
)' think he is too smooth to be caught. 
And then again I notice they are shooting 
right slang and that will be the way she 
will run for tlie next two years. They 
will still be catching him. Well, that is 
the way it is in the army. 1 don't know 
what I would do if the war ends.

They seem to be having it prt-tty hot now. 
The Manila paper hai it thut there were 
800 Boers killed in a. charge. 
1 would 


like to have seen it, but not to be in it. I 
would like' to see Captsin Rickemnn and 
will do so if I have to run away from 
ea-mp for a week. They do not have any 
dress parades over here and the best man 
over here is the man who can keep his 
head the closest to the ground. There is 
no such command here as heads up and 
eyes to the front. Well, I wish you was 
over here, as we have some great times. 
The C'ld army game is going nil over. If 
you w:;nt to borrow $Ti you have to pay 
87 back—pretty high interest. I 
have 


seen them pay as high as $7 for $2.1 have 
been pretty lucky so far nnd have not 
iecn compiled to borrow. I have not seen 
our whole regiment since I came here, as 
wu arc all strung along a trench for a 
distance of one wile and t half, so we 
don't have an opportunity of seeing one 
another very often. Sone other regiment 
joins the line, nnd so on nnd it runs forty 
or fifty miles. That is the way we form 
the line n round the insurgents. Then we 
will close in on them and then you will 
sec the colored blood fly. When they get 
too close to the bay you hear the old gun 
boats let fly at them nnd drive them buck 
to us. They make an awful racket when 
they lire their big guns and can be heard 
for miles. Well, 1 will close for this time 
and when anything turns tip will let you 
know how it goes. So with regards from

our own great west is a wholesale 
business, and to show how different it 
is from the operations In older section* 
Rural New Yorker publishes the fol- 
lowing letter from a subscriber: 


We work-about 500 acres of land tSat 


is not surpassed in fertility, pleasure of- 
working and convenient situation by 
any land I have seen. To enable us to 
have work during the whole season we 
keep about 30 cows and sell the milk In 
the town. This, as most people well 
know, gives plenty of work the year 
around 
We summer fallow about 1W 


acres each year, on which we put our 
manure direct from the stables every 
day but Sunday. This summer fallow 
furnishes the pasture for our cows, as 
all our land is cultivated. We plow, 
summer fallow early and turn, after 
which we sow to wheat for pasture. 
This supplies the cows until the corn Is 
ready or the frost kills the young 
plants. We Inclose the fallow with a 
wire fence, which is removed to anoth- 
er portion the following year. Our last 
year's summer fallow gave us -o bush- 
els per acre of No. 1 hard wheat, and 
18 acres'on which we grew corn last 
vear gave us 30 bushels per acre this 
season. 
The remainder of the wheat 


crop only averaged IT bushels, and we 
should be glad to be able to use more

Construct the Icehouse on land which 


has some descent. At one end, where 
the ground U lowest, construct either a 
wooden, stone or brick building. Pave 
It with grout or brick. The walls of 
the cold storage room may be partly ol 
stone and partly of wood or entirely ol 
wood, -as may be most convenient 
Thla cold storage room should have few 
openings in it and should be provided 
with air shafts n-'.-rt to-the Icehouse, 
that the cold air from the Ice may de- 
scend Into the storage room. In win- 
ter the air shafts can be closed,-and If 
the storage room is built as it should 
be, protected on one side by the ice- 
hoose and on the other from sweeping 
winds, little danger may be apprehend- 
ed -from freezing during the winter. 
During extreme weatlier It would be 
well to have an oil stove ready to raise 
the temperature if necessary. 


The walls of the cold storage room 


may be built as follows unless it la 
very large; If so, then the studding de- 
scribed should be increased In size: 
Cut 2 by 4 studding the length desired 
and erect with the flat-side placed the 
opposite way from tho usual custom. 
Upon this studding tack carefully 
heavy tarred building paper. 
Then 


erect studding as before on the outside 
of the building paper and unite them 
with a few sp.lkes to the. studs' .first 
used. The studs will now be 4,bji 
and mtf? be .placed either 10 Incheu or 
two feet from ceti'ter to center. On the 
"outside again'cover with tarred build- 
Ing paper.np,d nail.upon the studding 
flatwise strip's 1 by'2 Inches. Tack to

per and'sear "with1 narrow matched 
•lumber.* -The' Joists i overhead should' 
also be'covered with paper before the 
celling is put on. At'the gable end of 
the storage room a window should be 
provided, which should be kept open 
In not weather, and a ventilating tube 
should extend two feet above the peak 
of the roof and about one foot into the 
attic at the end where the storage room 
joins the Icehouse. The object of this 
provision for ventilation Is to relieve 
the attic of hot air In the summer. The 
Icehouse should htive roof ventilation, 
for If it does not the hot air next to the 
roof Is confined, whereas It should have- 
free escape. A draft of air under the 
peak of an Icehouse Is very beneficial. 


The entrance door to the cold storage 


room should be constructed upon the 
same general lines as the wall. 
It 


should be double—that is, one hung to 
swing In and one hung to swing out— 
and, if possible, this door should be on 
the north side of the building. Care- 
fully fitted double windows should be 
provided. If the summer's sun Is like- 
ly to make the cold storage room too 
warm, a few poles or long posts can be 
placed at, the .side'where the sun Is 
.rnoat fierce... Upon'these nail slats;and 
plant "Virginia creeper (Ampclopsls 
quinquefolla). In two or three' years 
'this plant may be' made to shade the 
sides and'-roof'of the building.
